accomplished by the astronomers and 
photographers there. Their lenses have 
at last made a wonderful photograph 
of the Halley comet, coming head-on. 

As planned now, Mr. Carnegie and 
party will go to the summit by 
automobile on the 17th inst., there to 
inspect the polar observatory, which 
is part of the Carnegie Institution, 
the headquarters of which is at the 
national capitol. Of course, Mr. Car- 
negie will be interested in getting a 
glimpse of the comet which has cre- 
ated such, a stir on this mundane 
sphere, but, it he wishes to see it at 
its best, he must wait for a time. 

GREAT SKY EVENT. 

No astronomical event of the pres- 
ent century has excited such wide- 
spread and intense Interest among all 
classes of readers as that which now 
prevails concerning the expected ad- 
vent in our skies of Halley's historic 
comet. This keen interest is imtens!- 
fied by the publication in scientific 
journals and even in the Gally news- 
papers of diagraims showing the rela- 
tive motions of the comet and the 
earth, and of illustrations aiming to 
give some conception of its brilliant 
appearance when it will be flasaning 
among the constellations two months 
hence. 
But as many of the illustrations and 

pub- 


descriptions which have been : 
lished have not been enlightening, 
very confused notions prevail regard- 
ing the motions of the comet, and the 
fact that, while it is about to cross 
the earth's orbit on its journey toward 
the sun, the distance between the 
comet and the earth during the past 
month should have been inereased,. 
needs explanation. 

Accordingly, a diagram is presented 
herewith, which, if attentively studied, 
will give a clear idea of the relative 
motions of the two bodies from Janu- 
ary 1 to August 1. 1910. There has been 
some disappointment at the very slow 
brightening of the comet during the 
past two months, but this will be made 
plain by referring to the diagram, 
which shows that the earth has been 
moving away fram the path of the 
comet during that period. 

OUGHT TO GROW BRIGHTER. 
Now, however, the earth having 
reached its farthest distance from the, 
comet orbit, the two bodies will rap- 
idly approach each other, and the 
comet may be expected ‘speedily to 
grow brighter. 

The earth, moving in a direction con- 
trary to the hands of a clock, is now 
hastening down with the speed of 
eighteeh and a half miles a second 


1 cross the apparent orbit of the 
comet, But the comet, which 
rograde motion, and moves 
hands of a clock, will on May 1 have 
passed its peribelion eleven. days pre- 
vious to that date. 

Still approaching éach other. 
May 18, the earth, the comet and the 
sun will be in a straight line-—the 
comet between the two other bodies, 
about 14,000,000 miles from the earth, 
and 69,000,000 miles from the sun. onl 
then a most extraordinary thing will} 
happen; the comet will transit the 
sun—the phenomenon being visible 
only from the islands within the Pa- 
eile Ocean, and the lands bordering it 
on the west. It is probable that an as- 
tronomical expediton suitably equipped 
will be sent either to the Hawalian II- 
ands or to some other part of Austral- 
asia to observe the unique phenom- 
enon. 

CONJUNCTION WITH SUN. 

When will the comet be visible tothe 
naked eye? On Maren 25 it will be in 
conjunction with the sun, still tele- 
copic, but a little later win become 
visible just before sunrise, faintly 
struggling with the morning glow. It 
will then pass behind the sun; and a 
few days later will distinctly mani- 
fest itself in the evening sky, growing 
brighter and brighter as it recedes 
from the sun and escapes the sunset 
giow. These are the apparent motions 
of the comet as viewed from the 
earth, but now let us follow the actual 
motions of the comet itself as it specds 
bes its course in the orbit prescribed 

for 

On the Ist. inst., it was 109,000,000 
miles from the sun; tomorrow its dis- 
tance win be, approximately, 98,000, - 
000 Mites; on the 25th (at conjunction) 
it will be 86,000,000 miles; on April 4 
it will 65,000,000 miles, and on April 
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at perthelion—its nearest ap- 
proach to the sun—it will be 52,000,000 
miles distant, and will be moving with 
the terrific speed of forty-one miles a 
second—-a velocity which will carry it 
past the critical point of its orbit, and 
start it on another journey to the re- 
motest region of the solar system. 
RELIABLE DATA,

S. Hall, superintendent of 
the United Oi] Company, telephoned 
yesterday to the office of the company 
in this city that the Mays Oi! Com-

6 YEAR OF WILLIAM H. TAFT. 
Do you realize, Mr. American Citizen, that 
the President has been in office 365 days? That is 
to say; 25 per cent. of the new Presidential term 
is behind us and 75 per cent. thereof before us. 
Mr. Taft did not have an entirely smooth sea 
to sail on when he went into office on March 4, 
1909. There had been very sharp division in the 
convention which nominated him. American opin- 
ion was in a transition state and there was a large 
element of the Republican party intent upon re- 
modeling the party creed in such a way as to cut 
off all the sharp edges of differentiation between 
that party and the other great national party. The

Congress met in due time in regular session 
three months ago. The President has sent to Con- 
gréss his regular message and two or three spe- 
cial communications dealing with the domestic af- 
fairs of the country and urging compliance with 
the promises made by the party in the preceding 
campaign. Eliminating the first month of the Con- 
gressional term, in which nothing very important 
is usually done, we have about sixty working days 
for this Congress. There come from certain quar- 
ters murmurings, The President is not doing 
what he promised to do or what he ought to do.” 
Any statement from any lips that he is not do- 
ing what he promised to do is untrue.’ He has 
left no promise lagging behind without an effort 
on his part to have it fulfilled. That he is doing 
this work in the proper way and in the winning 
way is getting to be more and more the convic- 
tion of the great mass of the American people. 
The “insurgents” are not satisfied and could not 
be in any way excepting by having a President 
like William J. Bryan and a Congress that would 
take his orders and do his bidding. But it is no- 
ticed that the murmurings are hushed. They are 
not so loud as they were. The other day an ex- 
perienced statesman at Washington declared that 
Mr. Taft has accomplished more in his dealings 
with Congress in the time he has been in office 
than almost any of his predecessors in the Presi- 
dency since the government was formed. 

The Times never fully agreed with the Chicago 
platform in all its features.

World’s Fair Expert Agrees in View 

of Les Angeles Banker That Quar- 

rel Between San Diego and San 

Francisco Must Be Adjusted or 
\ California Will Lose All. 


LOS ANGELES, March 4.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] I was highly 
entertained and greatly impressed with 
the communication by J. F. Sartori in 
your today’s paper regarding a na- 
tional, and international exposition in 
California in 1915 to celebrate the 
completion and opening of the Panama 
Canal. I remember that during the 

aviation jubilee there was some discws- 
sion in this city between boosters from 
San Diego and San Francisco, but as 
no proper conclusion was reached, and 
as the controversy had been veeming- 
ly “called off.” the matter had 
from my mind. 

Now, while Mr. Sertori has present- 
ed the subject in an acceptable way, 


in insisting that some general move- 
ment should take place immediately, 
and that a wnanimous and harmonious 
expression should be quickly arrived 
at by Califernia as to the point of lo- 
cation. Indeed, if this is not properly 
and speedily done, California cannot 
hope to have an international exposi- 
tion to celebrate the stupendous work. 
Already Boston and Baltimore have 
made some efforts to persuade the 
hited States government to assist 
them in their plans, basing their claims 
on their respective shipping interests, 
while New Orleans has forged ahead to 
an extent that should alarm all other 
claimants, and particularly we of Cal- 
fifornia. Only last evening I took the 
following telegram from the Crescent 
City to the New York Sun of the 27th 
ult.. which should set all Califor- 
nlans to thinking and prompt Gov. ei- 
lett to take the matter in hand and de- 
vise some heroic means which will re- 
sult tn selecting San Diego or San 
Francisco (the only California azpir- 
ants) at once. The following is the

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 4.—New Orleans

It takes years to raise 
money, commence publicity and depert- 
mental service, prepare plans for 
grounds, erect buildings and place the 
latter in connection with rapid and ex- 


j tensive transit. 


And this should be borne in mind: 
That the general government wil! not 
make two appropriations nor authorize 
two international expositions in two 
cities of the nation—much less two 
cities of the same State—in any one 
year. Therefore. ae Mr. Sartori truly 
says: Let us forget our rivalries and 
contentions and get together in some 
way and not sacrifice the rights of the 


‘whole State to serve some particular 


se-ction—and to at once take the discus- 
Won out of the hands of two red-hot 
C:sputants. 

Now, I cannot present any method 
that might meet the views of Gov. an- 
lett, at least fully; but he might appoint 
a business man from each county (and 
alternatives, as there would be no pay) 
to meet at a certain early date (say, 
at. Del Monte or Santa :) or he 
might appoint half commercial men 
and half hotel men; or, say, two men 
from each county, one-quarter busi- 
ness men, one-quarter hotel men, one- 
quarter newspaper men and one-quar- 
ter railroad men; and that these should 
select the exposition city, and that 
that city should be looked upon by all 
the people of California as the place 
to pull for. As a matter of fact, the 
whole State would be a tremendous 
cainer by a world’s fair in 1915. But 
we have got to start in at once and 
harmoniousiy. And if we do sa, un- 
doubtediy we can get the government 
zu help us, as it has once served New 
Orleans handsomely. in 1884.

Variable demand throughout the day, 
as indicated by the load curve above 
referred to, must vary from nothing 
to some 76,000 kilowatts. This demand, 
taken in conjunction with the existing 
heads at the two power sites in San 
Francisquito Cafion, will require a 
flow of water varying from nothing up 
to 1000 second feet, while at the same 
time the total amount passed per day 
must correspond to an average flow of 
400 second feet, as in other parts of 
the aqueduct. 

(a) To provide for this variable 
flow at these sites, while at the same 
time insuring the necessary continu- 
ous daily ‘average flow throughout the 
entire length of the aqueduct, provi- 
sion ix made for adequate storage 
reservoirs above and below these sites. 
The function of these reservoirs will, 
therefore, be to permit of the regula- 
tion of supply in accordance with the 
demand, while, in addition, they will 
have a capacity sufficient to provide a 
guarantee against interruption of serv- 
ice due to accidents or repairs on the 
aqueduct line between the Fairmont 
and Haiwee reservoirs. 

SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 

These arrangements will effectively

may indicate. 

We understand that the city is 
about to proceed with a bond election 
covering an issue of $3,500,000 and 
would state that, in our opinion, such 
sum is well suited to the probable 
demands of the first step of the pro- 
gramme as above outlined.
